This is a summary of the annual report of the Savannah River Nuclear Solutions, LLC Welfare Benefits Plan (Employer 

Identification Number 26-0240191, Plan Number 525) for the plan year 01/01/2021 through 12/31/2021. Savannah River 

Nuclear Solutions, LLC (EIN 26-0240191), Savannah River Remediation, LLC (EIN 26-3972730) and Battelle Savannah River 

Alliance, LLC (EIN 85-0942867) are Participating Employers and provide certain benefits under the Plan. The annual report 

has been filed with the Employee Benefits Security Administration, as required under the Employee Retirement Income 

Security Act of 1974 (ERISA). 

 

Savannah River Nuclear Solutions, LLC has committed itself to pay certain health, dental and disability claims incurred under 

the terms of the plan. 

 

Insurance Information 

 

The plan has insurance contracts with Prudential Insurance Company of America, EyeMed Vision Care and Continental 

American Insurance Company to pay certain life insurance, business travel accident, vision, accident and critical illness claims 

incurred under the terms of the plan. The total premiums paid for the plan year ending 12/31/2021 were $14,954,482.
